Before entering Frankfort, which 
is In the neutral zone beyond the 
French bridgehead, based on May- 
ence, the German military authori- 
ties had to obtain permission from 
the Freneh Tenth Army. 

According to information reach- 
ing American headquarters here the 
trouble in Frankfort became serious 
Tuesday. The workmen formed 
groups In the streets and eventu- 
ally a mob of more than 10,000 be- 
fan parading through the streets. 
The mob stormed a large warehouse 
and the members helped themselves 
to the food stored there. Tundreds 
filed baskets and sacks with food 
of various kinds. 

Street fighting followed an at- 
tempt iby the local authorities to 
gain control of the situation. The

MARRMA (eran), April 3.—Fol- 
lowing a raid across the Rio Grande 
river during a blinding hail storm 
by Mexidan bandits last night, 
Troop K, Eighth Cavalry, in com- 
mand of Captain Matlack, overtook 
and killed five of the bandits, re- 
covered the horses and cattle stolen 
and returned to the American side, 
according to an official report re- 
ceived by Colonel George T, Lang- 
horne at district headquarters here 
late today. 

The report of the Mexicans cross- 
ing the river was received at mid- 
night last night during 
severe hailstorm in the history of 
the Big Bend. The bandits were 
reported to have crossed to the 
American side between Ruidoda and 
They stole cattle and

horses. 

Troop K, in command of Captajn 
Matlack, and Troop M, commanded 
by Captain Broadhead, were ordered 
out, and by daybreak Troop L had 
moved into support position from 
Indio. Infantry detachments were 
moved by wagon train and trucks 
over almost impassable roads to 
occupy the stations left vaeant. - 

As soon as it was light enough 
the tracks of the raiders were fol- 
lowed .-to the river bank. Cavalry 
troops were .ordered to follow into 
Mexico on the hot trail. ; 

The bandits scattered and Troop 
K followed one bana, while Captain 
Broadhead pursued the other. trney 
galloped over the trails which were 
like mountain paths, Troop K over- 
taking the bandits and killing five 
of them before they cauld hide n 
the canyons. The cavalry recovered 
the horses and cattle stolen. All 
the troops returned to the Texas 
side without casualties. 

Troop K rode sixty miles and 
Troop .M still farther, after mid- 
night, to overtake the Mexican ban- 
dits.

WIASHINGTON, April 3.—In for- 
mally advising General Pershing 
that 50,000 volunteers are being en- 
listed here to replace an equal num- 
ber of men in his army who want 
to come home, the War Department 
has directed the commander in chief 
to return promptly for discharge 
selected meritorious cases as he re- 
ceives these volunteer replacements. 

The War Department's cablegram, 
made public to-day, follows: 

We are now enlisting for three 
years 50,000 volunteers as follows: 
Twenty-five thousand infantry, 15,- 
000 field artillery, 5,000 engineers, 
3,000 medical department and 2,000 
cavalry. These will be sent you in 
detachments of 1,000 for assignment 
to the army of occupation. 

Upen arrival of each detachment, 
return to the United States for dis- 
charge an equal number of men 
enlisted or drafted for’ the emer.

FOOLING THE PEOPLE. 


: a 


Those of you who have taken the 
trouble to read the philosophy of 
Old Man Aesop, who flourished five 
hundred years before the Christian 
Era, must have been struck with 
his knowledge of human nature and 
that practically the same conditions 
prevailed in those olden times that 
are noticeable today. Of course 
@ great deal of the Aesop logic has 
been modernized, but you will read- 


fly notice that what was true three 
or four thousand years ago is true 


today. The people pursued the 
same old ‘bunk’ and pinned thel: 
faith to the same political lies. 
Their style of dress might have 
been a little differenY but they 
were the same after you had pricked 
the skin, and were susceptible to the 
same emotions of the present-day 
humanity. As an instance: 

“A Certain wealthy patrician, in- 
tending to treat the Roman people 
with some theatrical entertainment 
publicly offered a novel spectacle. 
Incited by emulation, artists  ar- 
rived from all parts to contest th. 
prize, among whom a well known 
witty Mountebank gave out that he 
had a new kind of entertainment 
that had never yet been produced 
on any stage. This report being 
spread abroad, brought ‘the whole 
city together. The theatre could 
hardly contain the number of spec- 
tators. And when the artist ap- 
peared alone upon the stage, with: 
out any apparatus or any assistants 
curiosity and suspense kept the 
spectators in profound silence. On 
a sudden he thrust down his head 
into his bosom, and mimicked the 
squeaking of a young pig so natu- 
rally that the audience insisted upon 
it that he had one under his coat. 
and ordered him to be searched. 
which, being done and nothing ap- 
pearing, they loaded him with the 
most extravagant applause. 

‘(A countryman among the audi- 
ence, observing what passed—‘‘Oh,”’ 
says he, “I can do better than this.” 
And immediately gave out that he 
would perform the next day. Ac- 
cordingly, on the morrow, a yet 
greater crowd was collected. Pre- 
possessed, perhaps, in favor of the 
Mountebank, they came rather to 
laugh at the countryman than to 
pass a fair judgment on him. They 
both came out upon the stage. The 
Mountebank grunts away at first, 
and calls forth the greatest clap- 
ping and applause. Then the coun- 
tryman, pretending that he con- 
cealed a pig under his garments 
(and he had, in fact, really got one) 
Pinched its ear till he made it 
squeak. The people cried out that 
the Mountebank had imitated the 
pig much more naturally, and hoot- 
ed to the countryman to quit the 
stage; but he; to convince them to 
their face, produced the real pig 
from his bosom. ‘And now, gentle- 
men, you may see,’ said he, ‘what 
a pretty sort of judges you!’”

(At the election in this city which 
will be held in a few weeks the 
people will be called upon to vote 
on the proposition of permitting the 
firemen of the city to divide their 
time into two shifts, which is tech- 
aically called the two-platoon sys- 
tem. At the present time the men 
are working wenty-four hours six 
days in the week. 

There is probably not a man or 
voman yoter in the city who will 
object to the adoption of the two- 
platoon system by the firemen ot 
this city, especially when it is un- 
derstood that it will mean but little 
more cost to the taxpayers. We 
are informed by those who have 
given the matter considerable 
thought that in all the companies 
it will take seven more men than 
are at present employed, and tha 
the department will have enough 
men on duty at all times during the 
day and night to man their equip 
ment, where at the present time 
there are portions of the day—dur- 
ing meal periods—when there is 
but one man left in each firehouse. 

There are a great many things in 
conjunction with the new idea o1 
operating fire departments which 
should be studied by the voters, but 
the greatest of these is the matter 
Jf insurance. The underwriters 
everywhere are giving these cities 
and towns that have adopted the 
two-platoon system the lowest rates 
possible, and there is less risk for 
the individual property holder, for 
the simple reason that the men are 
on the job at all times to attend to 
the saving of property in the event 
of a fire.
